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Teen-age girls find body 


Huron farmer robbed fatally shot 


A Huron Township farmer who 
lived alone was shot and killed late 
Sunday night, apparently by robbers 
who broke into and ransacked his 
house, police said. 

Pronounced dead on arrival at 
Seaway Hospital in Trenton was 
John Golebiowski, 61, who lived on 
Van Horn road, west of Inkster 
Road. 

Det. Alan Anderson of the Flat 
Rock State Police Post said the 
victim died from multiple gunshot 


wounds to the body. He said police 
are seeking information on a late- 
model yellow Pontiac Firebird which 
was 1 2 en near Golebiowski’s house 
at about the time of the murder, 
estimated at between 10-11 p.m. 

Huron Police Chief Joe Carney 
said Golebiowski was a widower and 
that his house had also been 
burglarized last April. He said the 
victim’s wife died about three years 


ago 


According to Anderson’s in- 


vestigation, the farmer sold pro- 
duce to the Eastern Market in 
Detroit and was preparing to go 
there Sunday night. Two teenage 
girls, who were planning to ride to 
Detroit with Golebiowski, came by 
his house and found him shot, said 
the detective. 

Anderson said that to his 
knowledge, the deceased did not 
have any immediate relatives. He 
said one of the two young girls oc- 
cassionally cleaned the farmer’s 


house. 

“He was bom in Poland,” the 
detective said, “and from what I’ve 
been able to find out, he came to the 
United States years ago from 
Canada.” 

Sup. Roy Raker said he had known 
Golebiowski for about 15 years, but 
“not on a personal basis”. He said he 
knew that the farmer’s wife had died 
several years ago. 

Raker said Golebiowski and his 
wife raised produce which they sold 


to the Eastern Market. He said the 
farmer had been to the township hall 
several times in the last four months 
in regard to zoning on land contained 
in an estate in which he had part 
ownership. 

Raker said Golebiowski wanted to 
keep 10-12 acres zoned for 
agricultural purposes and did not 
want zoning changed to suburban 
residential. The supervisor said 
other owners evidently wanted to 
change zoning to . R-lS, a 


classification that applies to parcels 
under 10 acres 

Carney said his department 
assisted the state police when 
Golebiowski’s body was found. He 
said state police have several leads 
in the case and may soon have 
several suspects in custody for 
questioning. 

Anderson asked that anyone with 
information relating to the shooting 
should contact the Flat Rock State 
Police Post at 1-782-2434.

Romulus’ new superintendent of 
schools said he will recommend to 
the school board that $500 donated 
recently to the summer honors band 
by a Detroit firm proposing to build 
a sewage recovery plant in the city 
be returned. 

*i do not feel that it is appropriate 
to accept the contribution at this 
time,” said Supt. William Bedell. 

The firm — Detro Recovery — has 
presented preliminary plans to 
Romulus City Council to build a 
plant that would transform Detroit 
sewage sludge into fertilizer. 


Proposed site of the plant would be 
128 acres west of the C & O Railroad 
and south of Ecorse Road. 

The firm’s proposal has generated 
much discussion, pro and con, 
among city residents. A public 
hearing and presentation of a site 
plan by Detro before the Planning 
Commission are scheduled this 
week. 

Bedell said once the city and Detro 
have resolved the matter, the school 
district would be in a better position 
to consider acceptance of the 
donation.

Placing student needs above 
teacher working conditions helped 
him bring about a tentative 
agreement Thursday between the 
Romulus school district and the 
teachers union, said newly- 
appointed Supt. William Bedell 
Friday. 

“I pressed hard to convince the 
union that it is difficult to ac- 
complish anything for students when 
too much time is being spent arguing 
about employe working conditions,” 
Dr; Bedell said. 

Pending teacher ratification, set 
for Friday, Aug. 28, and that by the 
school board about a week later, the 
new three-year contract will bring 
an end to the long-standing con- 
troversy between school board and 
teachers in the Romulus school 
district. 

Romulus teachers and those in 
three other neighboring districts 
went on strike last March 10 and did 
not return to classrooms until April 
18. 

After several court sessions, 
teachers agreed to resume duties 
and negotiations were placed in the 
hands of a state fact-finder. 

Only eight weeks into his new job 
as head of Romulus Community 
School, Dr. Bedell already has met 
on three occasions with represen- 
tatives of the Wayne County - MEA- 
NEA and the state mediator. The 
WC - MEA-NEA is the union which 
represents 14 districts including 
Romulus and which was formed to 
give added leverage at the 
bargaining table through 
unification. 1 

Commenting on talks Thursday 
after tentative agreement was 
reached, Dr. Bedell said, “Both 
sides gave. I believe the agreement 
will be acceptable to the community 
and the teachers.” 

The superintendent said that he 
could not divulge details of the new 
pact, other than it would cover the 
1979-80, 1980-81, and 1981-82 school 
years. 

Prior to their strike, local teachers 
had expressed dissatisfaction for 
working last year( 1979-80) without a 
new contract. 

Dr. Bedell said both sides will now 
have to notify the state fact-finder in 
writing that they wish a previously-

scheduled meeting with him this 
week cancelled. The fact-finder can 
then stop working on the 
negotiations, said Dr. Bedell. 

If the new contract is ratified by 
both sides, details of the new pact 
will be made public. 

One of the stumbling blocks in 
negotiations had been the impasse 
between the Romulus school board 


and teachers over salary boosts. The 
board’s latest offer had been a 26 
percent raise over three years, while 
the WC - MEA-NEA had insisted on a 
higher figure. 

Dr. Bedell had been with the 
Livonia school system for 23 years 
and was assistant superintendent 
there prior to his apointment as head 
of Romulus public schools

Western 5 cancels public hearings

Cable television, a senior citizens 
complex serving five area com- 
munities, and refunding for the 
coming yfear occupied the bulk of the 
agenda at last week’s monthly 
session of the VVestern Five Com- 
munity Conference. 

After much discussion, the 
Western Five board approved a 
motion by Belleville Treasurer 
James White to cancel two 
scheduled cable TV hearings in Van 
Buren Township and Romulus in 
favor of one to be scheduled later in 
Huron Township. 


Originally, additional cable TV 
hearings had been set for Sept. 6 in 
Van Buren and Sept. 13 in Romulus 
But, Pat Jordan, administrative 
aide to Director Henry Redman, told 
the board that response to letters 
and telephone call had been 
disappointing. 

The tw'o hearings were slated for 
presentations by several cable TV 
companies to the governing bodies 
of the member communities of 
Western Five and the general 
public. 

But, since Huron Township has not 
had cable TV presentations made 
there, the board supported a 
suggestion by Huron Sup. Roy Raker 


to have a public hearing in his 
township hall. Raker said he will 
inform the board of the date for the 
hearing 

Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley recommended that those 
persons who had indicated they 
would attend one or both of the two 
cancelled hearings be notified that 
they could attend the Huron hearing 
when it is scheduled. 

Western Five is a consortium 
which represents the townships of 
Van Buren, Sumpter and Huron and 
the cities of Belleville and Romulus. 
Its board is composed of the top 
elected officials of those com- 
munities. 


Absent at last week’s meeting 
were Van Buren Sup. Pat Cullin, 
board chairman. Belleville Mayor 
Justin Emerson; and Sumpter Sup. 
Robert K Demski White sat in for 
Emerson, and his attendance along 
with OakJey and Raker made the 
necessary legal quorum to hold a 
meeting. 

Several cable TV hearings have 
already been held in Romulus, with 
companies seeking either per- 
mission to build one overall in- 
stallation for the five communities 
collectively, or the authority to build 
one for specific communities in- 
dividually. 

In other business. Director 


Redman said Western Five has 
received an initial $50,000 to con- 
tinue operation Last year’s funding 
by the Wayne County Office of In- 
tergovernmental Affairs and 
Management ran out July 16 
Redman indicated he will have 
further talks with Director Jim 
Curran of the county agency on 
additional funding for the coming 
year’s operation, that could include 
token contributions from each of the 
five member communities 
Oakley suggested that Western 
Five should investigate programs 
and areas in which the consortium 
can assist its members. Raker, who

Schools receive *11,733,660 
in aid for August, September 


Anew agency is being created for 
the exclusive purpose of coor- 
dinating the placement of all Wayne 
County Children needing care 
outside their homes, it was an- 
nounced today by United Com- 
munity Services of Metropolitan 
Detroit. 

The decision to set up the Central 
Referral Agency for children 
resulted from two years’ intensive 
involvement of child care agencies 
along with volunteer leaders who 
were called together by UCS to 
unclog Wayne County’s chronically 
congested child placement system, 
explained UCS Executive Vice- 
President Richard F. Huegli. 

“Studies conducted by UCS, 
dating back to 1968, uncovered 
urgent problems in the child care 
field; and they were due mostly to 
the complexity of relationships 
between public and voluntary 
agencies which permeated the 
entire system of child care,” Huegli 
said. 

“This has been exceedingly costly 
to both the child who needs 
placement and to the community 
who pays for the service.” 

Findings of the UCS studies, the 


last one conducted in 1976, showed 
serious inadequacies in the system 
designed to provide children with 
care and protection: 

• While awaiting placement, 
children languish either in jail-like 
settings, in a series of emergency 
shelters, or in other inappropriate 
places. Workers responsible for 
placing children are often unaware 
of the many varied programs, and 
planners usually do not know about 
the number and types of beds 
available. 

• Children await placement while 
beds remain empty. Beds do not 
match current needs. Predictions 
and planning to meet placement 
needs are accomplished by 
guesswork and without system-wide 
data. 

• Little is known about the effect of 
the placement system on children, 
leaving the system’s weaknesses 
and strengths largely unidentified 
and unattended. 


• Referrals often contain 
inadequate or outdated information. 
Required referral information 
varies from agency to agency, 
forcing a placement worker to 
prepare several different referral 
packets for a single child. The 
procedure used to achieve 
placement also varies from one 
agency to another. 

• Data indicate that the longer a 
child stays in the placement system, 
the less likely she-he is to get out of 
the system at all. The planning ef- 
fort to move children out of the 
placement system is its weakest 
segment. Children also enter the 
System before all possible efforts of 
keeping the family intact are 
exhausted. 

*• Inadequate information 
systems, uncontrolled intake, and 
multiple funding sources make it 
difficult to know how many children 
are in care and how long they 
remain. 




Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust today announced that school 
districts in the 13th Senate District 
will share $11,733,660 in state school 
aid in August and September. 

Faust said that some of those 
school districts will also receive a 
total of $765,128 in federal aid for 
programs specified under Title I of

paid during the school year on the 
first day of August, October, 
December, February, April and 
June.

Building starts perk up in the city 


In spite of the gloomy economic 
climate that has persisted in the 
state of Michigan for th% past year, 
the city of Romulus building 
department has processed a high 
number of building starts for the 
first seven months of 1980, according 
to City Engineer George Bingham. 

From January through July, 1980, 
the building department collected 
$30,963 in building permit fees, 


which represents approximately $7 
million worth of new construction. 
That fee figure does not include an 
additional $21,855 collected for 
electrical, refrigeration, heating, 
plumbing and miscellaneous per- 
mits. 

This year’s figures, according to 
Bingham, have equalled the last 
several years, even though the 
economy as a whole has suffered 


through the most severe downturn 
since the recession of 1975. 

Bingham said some completed 
projects were the result of long-term 
planning and came due during this 
period. Also, he said, many older 
buildings were badly in need of 
renovation, but the GOP convention 
and a brighter future prompted 
many businesses to forge ahead with 
their plans. The diversity of 
Romulus businesses and the 


strategic location which the City 
occupies in relation to ground and 
air transportation facilities also 
helped to account for the increase in 
building, he said. 

Heading the construction list for 
the last seven months was the Hilton 
Airport Inn, which began a $1,550,000 
expansion, including 64 new rooms 
and improvements to their banquet 
rooms and swimming pool. The 


Hilton suffered heavy storm damage 
recently, which may put their 
construction schedule back several 
months, Bingham noted. 

Some of the other construction 
starts include a new Federal Ex- 
press building, renovations to the 
restaurants and lounges at the Host 
facilities at the airport and the 
Ramada Inn, a new Michigan Bell 
addition on Eureka Road, a $450,000 
expansion to the Distron Cor- 


poration, wholesale distributors for 
Burger King, and a $19 million ex- 
pansion at the Detroit Diesel Allison 
complex on Ecorse Road. 

All these new buildings, ex- 
pansions and renovations should 
contribute to easing the financial 
burden which the city is under, 
Bingham said. Much of the new tax 
revenue will not be generated until 
next year, he said.

With no other job prospects on 
the horizon, Dave will be in the 
classroom next month at RHS, 
chafing at the bit until he can go 
to radio school and get on with the 
hopes of becoming a famous disc 
jockey someday.

North may receive lights 


Night football games, track meets 
and band concerts may soon become 
a reality at North Jr. High Schools 
for students of the Romulus school 
district. 

Supt. William Bedell disclosed 
that development of a central 
athletic facility for the Romulus 
school district is one of several 
possibilities being studied by a 
citizens single- purpose committee. 

“The committee is reviewing 
proposals to light the North Jr. High 
athletic field and a program to 
upgrade libraries at several 
schools,” explained the superin- 
tendent. 

He said the committee will make 
recommendations to the school 
board on the best uses that can be 
made with a $178,000 balance from a 
1973 bond issue. 

Bedell said the original intent of 
the bond issue was to build a junior 
high school and three elementary 
schools, purchase several school 
sites and put in asphalt paving at 
several schools. 

Bedell said asphalt paving now is 
out of the question as projected costs 
today for the work would run about 
$400,000 and much of the con- 
templated work would not ha ve to be 
done since declining enrollments 
have closed down some schools. 

The superintendent said lighting 
of the North Jr. High athletic field 
would be a boon to the school 
district’s sports programs. 

“Although the old high school field 
was lighted, the lights were never 
transferred to the new high school,” 
said Bedell. 

He said William Hardy, athletic 
director, met last week with a 
lighting consultant to discuss costs 
and would make a recommendation 
to the citizens committee. 

“Romulus is one of the few 
communities in the area which does 
not have a sports facility for night 
sports events,” the superintendent 
stressed. “Lighting of the North Jr. 
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High athletic field was one of the 
original objectives of the 1973 bond 
issue.” 

Bedell said Richard Kelly, who 
handles school bond programs for 
the Michigan Dept, of Education, 
had been contacted and had ap- 
proved use of the excess funds for 


athletic field lighting and buying 
new books for school libraries. 

the superintendent also said he 
had met with a firm to discuss the 
cost of moving bleachers from 
Romulus High School to North Jr. 
High. Once it is determined how 
much it will cost to light the athletic 


field and move bleachers then the 
committee will know how jmuch 
money can be spent for library 
books 

Bedell said the approximate price 
for libarary books is $7 for 
elementary sehools, $8.80 for junior 
high, and $10 for high school. 


Business community seeks 
revitalization plan help 


Although it commended efforts of 
the organization, the Romulus City 
Council recently balked at ap- 
proving a resolution of support 
requested by the Romulus Central 
Business District Association 
( RCBDA) for its plan to imporve the 
downtown area. 

Instead, council told Joyce 
Palmer of Arc Realty, association 
secretary, that the group must first 
have approval of the plan from the 
city Planning commission as 
previously indicated. 

The RCBDA, which has been 
working on a plan to revitalize the 
downtown business area for more 
than two years, last Julv 22 sub- 
mitted a resolution to council asking 
support of its efforts. 

Although Mrs. Palmer stressed 
that the group wanted nothing more 
than an indication of writen support 
at this time, council expressed 
reluctance without an okay from the 
Planning Commission. 

Mrs. Palmer said that Don 
Treder, chairman of the Planning 
Commission, had suggested she 
appear before council with her 
request. She cited at letter to the 
RCBDA from Mike Prybyla, 
Planning Commission secretary, 
which commended the RCBDA for 
its work. 

However, coucil was quick to point 
out that Prybyla ’s letter was not a 
recommendation of approval from 
the Planning Commission. 

Councilman Ed Rush said he 
favored delaying approval by 
council until an okay came from the 
Planning Commission. He was 
supported by council Jimmie 
Raspberry who said he did not want 
the city to be obligated by the 
resolution for money to pay for the 
plan. 

Mrs. Palmer siad the RCBDA had 
paid its half of the plan’s cost. Mayor 
William M. Oakley said he was 
certain that the city also paid its half 
of the cost for the RCBDA plan. 

Raspberry said he did not favor “a 
piecemeal approach” that 20 years 


later could commit the city finan- 
cillay to aid the planned im- 
provements. 

The mayor said he was aware of 
seven ways that ther RCBDA could 
finance its plan, but said he did not 
know which avenue the group 
planned to pursue. He mentioned an 
“ad valorem” (at large) tax being 
talked about in connection with the 
group’s plan. 

Sometime back, accoring to Clerk 
Leonard J. Folmar Wednesday, the 
RCBDA submitted two resolutions to 
city council. One slight approval by 
council of its concept to 

improve the crC^^wntown sec- 
tion, while the f ^^^ught council 
approval for i Motown district 
authority, th & ith council’s 
blessing, couh f taxes to pay for 
the down towr ^provements. 

During her* jquest to council last 
week, Mrs. ralmer made it plain 
that she w^s not asking appoval of 
the latter resolution that would 
establish a downtown district 
authority to levy taxes. 

Folmar said, that to his 
knowledge, the RCBDA had never 
asked for approval of the tax-levying 
authority since it originally sub- 


mitted that resolution to council. 

At conclusion of discusion on Mrs. 
Palmer’s request last week, 
Raspberry praised the RCBDA for 
its efforts, but emphasized that the 
“bottom line” was who pays for 
improvements under the 
organization's plan. 

Mrs. Palmer said her group’s 
request for approval of the authority 
would come at another time in the 
future. 

Rush said he would have to go 
along with a letter from Bill 
Sirponds, RCBDA president, and 
that the Planning Commission 
chairman was wrong in telling Mrs. 
Palmer to come before council. 

A letter Aug. 8, 1980 from Simonds 
to council stated: “It has since been 
brought to our attention that the 
Planning Commission must first be 
supportive, thence, submitting their 
approval to council. 

“In lieu of this, we have enclosed a 
letter from the Commission, stating 
their position.” 

The previously mentioned letter 
from Prybyla of the Planning 
Commission had only commended 
the RCBDA for it work. 

In the end, council took no action.

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Labor Day to cap 'perfect' tourist season 


The 78-hour Labor Day holiday 
weekend will cap what could be 
Michigan’s second best summer 
tourism season ever despite 
economic hard times and fuel prices 
20 percent above a year ago. ac- 
cording to Automobile Club of 
Michigan 

“While some businesses catering 
to tourists are reporting downturns, 
overall tourism in Michigan is 
running about 6 percent above last 
summer and is not far behind the 
1978 record,” stated Auto Club 
Touring Manager Joseph Ratke. “A 
good Labor Day weekend could close 
that gap even farther.” 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation predicts that with 
good weather, motorists will drive 
660 million miles over the holiday 
period, 1 percent fewer miles than 


over the 1979 weekend and only 5 
percent below the record 695 million 
miles driven in 1978 

“Michigan tourism has been the 
chief benefactor of a summer-long 
trend away from long-distance 
travel and toward closer-to-home 
trips,” Ratke said. 

Requests by Auto Club members 
for routings to Michigan 
destinations for the first seven 
months this year are more than 12 
percent ahead of 1979 and only 3.5 
percent below the 1978 record. 

B> comparison, routings to far 
western destinations this year are 
just 2 percent higher than a year ago 
and are up to 34 percent below 1978 
levels. 

A check of tourist associations 
also reflects the upturn. 

East Michigan tourism is up to 25 


percent above last year, according 
to that area’s Tourist Association 
Requests for summer travel 
booklets have been the heaviest in 
history, with all copies distributed 
by mid- July 

Good Memorial Day and Fourth of 
July holidays plus a better than 
expected August helped West 
Michigan register a slight tourism 
increase over last year The resort 
communities of Saugatuck, 
Ludington, Traverse City and 
Charlevoix are enjoying one of their 
busiest summers ever. 

While the Upper Peninsula is 
experiencing a mixed summer, the 
area’s Travel and Recreation 
Association expects to finish 2 to 5 
percent ahead of 1979 due to in- 
creased visits from Minnesota, 
Illinois and Wisconsin tourists 


Mackinac Island tourism, for 
example, is up to 25 percent heavier 
than last year and the number of 
persons taking the Soo Locks boat 
tours is up 9 percent. Mackinac 
Bridge crossings are just 5. percent 
below 1979 and a good Labor Day 
weekend could boost the total above 
last year. 

Buoyed by increased tourism from 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, business 
in Southeast Michigan is up 2 to 3 
percent over last year 

Gasoline supplies will be adequate 
to meet all driving needs throughout 
the holiday period with average 
prices nearly one-third higher than 
last year 

Auto Club’s pre-holiday “fuel 
guage” survey shows an average 85 
percent of 300 stations surveyed 
along the state’s major travel routes 


will be open daylight hours over 
Labor Day weekend, 43 percent will 
be open after 9 p.m. and 13 percent 
past midnight An average 6 percent 
of the stations were uncertain of 
their holiday hours. 

Thirty-one persons died on 
Michigan roads during the 1979 
Labor Day weekend, the same 
number killed over the 1978 
weekend.

Pertinent VA questions 

. .Q.-— What Is the interest rate on a GI home loan? 

A. — Currently, the interest rate is 11.5 percent. Interest rates vary from 
time to time. However, once a loan is closed, the interest rate remains in 
effect until the loan is paid in full. 

Q. — How may a veteran determine what adaptive equipment has been 
approved by the Veterans Administration? 

A. — Information on VA approved adaptive equipment may be obtained by 
visiting or calling the nearest VA medical center or outpatient clinic, or by 
writing directly to the VA Prosthetic Center: 151 Seventh Ave., New York 
N.Y. 

Q. — I served eight years of active military service before being honorably 
discharged. Do I still have reemployment rights at my former job? 

A. — No. To be entitled to these rights a veteran must not have served for 
more than four years after August 1, 1961. A one year additional voluntary 
extension of active duty is permitted if it is at the request of and for the 
convenience of the government. 

Q. — What are the basic rates payable as burial expenses for a deceased 
veteran? 

A — Three hundred dollars ($300) if the veteran died from non-service 
connected conditions, and $1,100 if the veteran died from a service connected 
cause. Check with your nearest VA regional office for additional details and 
assistance. 

Q — What are "discount points' 1 in connection with VA guaranteed home 
loans? 

A — “Discount points” is the term used to express the percentage of the 
loan which the lender requires as a one-time payment to persuade him to 
make the loan. The purpose of the discount points is to make a Veterans 
Administration quaranteed loan competitive in the market place for the 
availabile mortgage credit. 

Q — How much is the Veterans Administration clothing allowance for 
those veterans eligible to receive it? 

A — The current annual clothing allowance is $240. 

Q — Can a qualified veteran receive a Veterans Administration quaran- 
teed loan to purchase a condominium?

Senior housing — 
an area concept 

Senior citizens havereceived the short end of many a stick. 
And only recently, have our legislators and elected officials 
turned their attention to the plight of the elderly. 

At last week’s meeting of the Western Five, Romulus 
Mayor William M. Oakley came up with a suggestion that 
could mean good news for our seniors. 

Mayor Oakley mentioned that “a centrally-located senior 
housing complex would be appropriate for the communities 
associated with the Western 5.” 

Usually the cities tackle the problem of securing federal 
funds for such projects on an individual basis. Five com- 
munities working together could, we believe, pool their 
resources and get the job done better than one acting on its 
own. 

A suitable location, the mayor said, would be a site at 
Haggerty Road and Huron River Drive, now owned by 
Wayne County. He also suggested that a pharmacy and 
grocery store possibly could be built on the first floor of the 
structure to meet federal requirements for convenient 
shopping by seniors. 

We believe that Oakley’s idea is worthwhile. 

Not enough housing currently exists for our elders. Most 
senior citizen housing projects throughout the nation are 
being built with the aid of federal grants. That approach 
would be right in keeping with the primary reason for for- 
mation of Western Five — obtaining state and federal grants 
for common programs for its five member communities. 

Western 5 is made up of the townships of Van Buren, 
Sumpter and Huron and the cities of Belleville and Romulus! 
Their representatives say they have the ability to secure 
large loans faster and easier for its collective membership 
than can be done individually. 

We urge the Western Five Board to diligently pursue 
Oakley’s idea. A large senior citizens housing complex to 
serve the five communities would be a new approach to a 
very vital problem. 

Locked into living on fixed incomes, this badly-needed type 
of housing can let our elders live in dignity for the few years 
they have left to enjoy. 

Such a centrally-located project would let seniors know 
that society has not forgotten them and appreciates their 
contributions to our nation’s future. 

The Western Five should research and review this plan, 
with the hopes that it can come to a successful conclusion in 
the near future.

Sexual harassment 


An important piece of legislation which 
received final approval prior to the 
legislative recess did not. unfortunately, re- 
ceive the public attention it merits. That 
bill, H.B. 4407, sponsored by Representative 
Barbara-Rose Collins (D-Detroit), makes a 
clear statement regarding state policy on 
sexual harrassment. 

The bill defines and prohibits sexual 
harassment in the areas of employment, 
public accommodations or public services, 
education and housing. 

Persons, primarily women, who other- 
wise have been forced to suffer the torment 
and humiliation of sexual harassment in 
silence are provided with a greater avenue 
of protection. Affected persons may file 
complaints with either their employer, the 
Michigan Employment Security Com- 
mission, the Michigan Department of Civil 
Rights or the U.S. Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. 

In addition, H.B. 4407 amends the state’s 


Civil Rights Act and broadens its coverage 
to offer protection to a greater number of 
Michigan citizens. 

The passage of this legislation represents 
a significant victory for all the groups, 
particularly the women’s groups and 
organized labor, which were committed to 
the effort and assisted in passage of the bill. 
Public recognition must go to the statewide 
Michigan Task Force on Sexual 
Harassment in the Work Place, a group 
which was established for the sole purpose 
of bringing focus and attention to this 
pervasive problem. 

By its action, the Legislature has issued a 
decisive response to a problem which has 
been ignored for far too long. Michigan 
citizens no longer will have to tolerate 
sexual harassment in their living and work 
environment.

To compost or not 


City officials are expecting a standing room only 
audience tonight ( Wednesday ) , fora public hearing 
at Romulus City Hall on the proposal by a Detroit 
company to build a sewage recovery plant in the 
city. 

According to the city clerk s office, numerous 
telephone calls have come into the various offices at 
city hall during the last several days inquiring as to 
the time of the public hearing. 

Considerable controversy has been genereted 
within the community on a proposal by Detro 
Recovery of Detroit to build a plant in Romulus that 
will convert Detroit sewage sludge into fertilizer. 
Immediately following the public hearing, Detro is 
scheduled to present its site plan to the Planning 
Commission. 

Location sought by the firm is 128 acres west of 
the C & O Railroad and south of Ecorse Road. About 
40 acres of the proposed site is now occupied by 
Mendrek's Commercial Dump 

Some city officials feel, that if the plant con- 
struction proves feasible and profitable to the city, 
that it would be a preferable alternative to the 
current dumping operation. 

But, Romulus, like many other communities 
where such sewage recovery plants have been 
proposed, is unsure of the passible consequences 
and is stiffening its backbone in opposition to the 
project. 


City officials report that some townspeople are 
protesting that odor from the proposed plant would 
be objectionable to the nearby area. Also, they feel 
that Their community deserves something better 
than a sewage sludge recovery plant. 

Detro, in its efforts to educate city officials and 
local citizens on the conversion of sludge into fer- 
tilizer recently took more than 20 persons to Belt- 
sville, Md.. where the federal government operates 
s similar type operation. 

Upon returning from the trip, some persons said a 
strong odor did emunate from the Beltsville plant 
and indicated they would not wapt that smell in 
Romulus. 

Another pointed out, however, that sludge at the 
Maryland plant is allowed to drain into the soil, in 
sharp contrast to what Detro has in mind. The 
Detroit firm would have sludge drain onto a con- 
crete fouhdation and run off into sewer lines. 

On the plus side, Detro’s proposal could provide 
Romulus with a source of revenue that could reach 
several hundred thousand dollars annually Before 
that point is reached, many factors have to be 
reviewed, including legality of the city being able to 
accept the yearly payments from Detro. 

Also, approval of county, state and federal 
agencies must be obtained before the sewage 
recovery plant could be constructed

Maybe the perents of those who 
are responsible take time to read, and 
through them, maybe we can reach those 
who unleashed their frustrations on the 
dead. v 

I would suggest to these vandals to 
please read our “Letter Box.” There is a 
note from a youth who lived in this area, 
who would like to return to this area. 
Unfortunately he is serving time in prison. 

Hurt others and eventually, inevitably, 
you’ll pay for it. 

That is, if you live long enough.

Suicide a macabre subject — has been the topic of conversation the past 
week around our newspaper office 

Our Acting Managing Editor, Tom Mooradian, received a “suicide letter” 
in which a 19-year-old local girl said she was going to take her own life. It 
seems the unmarried young woman was pregnant, and the father of her 
unborn child left her for another woman 

Westland Police, however, said they had received no report of any suicide. 
Perhaps it was just a prank, someone suggested. If it was a prank, it was the 
sickest form of ‘ humor’’ imaginable. If this letter was sincere, it was the 
most tragic of circumstances 

Suicide is a very serious matter I guess that's why a column in Monday’s 
Detroit News by Gerry Storch was particularly upsetting to some who read 
it. “I can’t believe he would take such a casual attitude toward such a 
serious matter,’’ commented a young woman who works in our office “Jim, 
you ought to read what hesavs " 

So I did 

And I agree with her assessment. Storch tells about moving into an 


apartment that had recently been occupied by a man who commited suicide 
He describes his feelings about the taking of one’s own life and says, in ef- 
fect, it is an act neither to be exalted nor condemned, as the title of his 
column suggests However, two statements by him in his column must be 
examined under the searchlight of retrospection — especially in my own 
personal experience. 

Storch wr ** es: Suicide, we must remember, is an active decision ” 
Closing out his article, he pens “Suicide, I contend, is merely a solution to a 
problem — a solution that seems best for those who adopt it because that’s 
v, hat they wanted and that s what they believed they should do ” 

Naturally, Storch has a right to his views. 

But so do I — and so do you And, as for me, my experience as a minister, a 
reporter, mailman, columnist and counselor leads me to believe those two 
statements can be successfully refuted 

4t suicide is an active decision However, 1 believe that particular 
active decision is made under duress — the mind-shattering pressure that 
you and I may never understand Sure, people take their own lives But why?

To relieve the unbearable pressures that have driven them to uncontrollable 
despair and somehow start anew. 

Secondly, Storch says “suicide is merely a solution ” For those of us who 
are Christians — and lama contented believer in the Lord Jesus Christ — all 
life is created in the image of God and therefore sacred. Therefore it is a 
serious matter to take anyone’s life — even our own. For our body is not our 

own — as some contend — it belongs to God whether we like to admit it or 
not. 

I remember all too well one early spring evening some 22 years ago when I 
talked on the phone with a distraught man who threatened to commit 
suicide ‘I can’t go on living if my wife will not stay with me " sobbed a 
grown man who had suffered unbearable marital strife, much' of his own 
making. uw " 

“I’m going to end it all.” he said. We’ll call him William (not his real 
name).

Who is gonna walk him.her to 
kindergarten or kiss, love or 
praise the child? Sure your child 
will be taken care of by its 
grandparents or some foster 
agency, but it is your child and 
you will need each other for a 
very long time. You can’t just 
disappear. Don’t you want to 
know how your child will turn 
out? Just try and keep yourself 
together for a little longer, 
maybe you don’t feel needed but 
there is someone who needs you. 
At some point in everybody’s life 
there is a time when they fell that 
it is all over.

- Use proper hand signals. 

- Understand road signs and directions. 

-NEVER ride double. 

- NEVER ride out from between parked cars. 

- NEVER try to show off to friends when riding in 
traffic. 

- NEVER try to beat an uncoming car by darting 
across or into traffic. 

- NEVER swerve in and out or from one side of the 
road to the other. 

And follow these tips to keep your child’s bike safer 
and cleaner: 

- Oil the bike chain, gears and brake. 

- Equip the bike with reflectors on the front and back 
of the bike and on both wheels and pedals for evening 
safety. 

- Attach a bell or horn to warn motorists and 
pedestrians. 

- Keep the bike clean to ensure ease in handling. 

And, parents, it’s up to you to see that your children 
follow traffic and safety regulations Above all, stress 
that they are a part of the flow' of traffic and should ride 
w ith it NOT against it.

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Accused slayer of parents 


Hardesty competent to stand trial 




Billy Hardesty, 22, of Van Buren 
Township, accused killer of his 
parents and three other persons 
during a shooting spree in October of 
1978, Thursday was ruled competent 
to stand trial for the slayings 

Washtenaw Circuit Court Judge 
Ross W Campbell ruled that the 
accused slayer was competent and 
set his trial for Nov. 24 Judge 
Campbell will preside at the murder 
trial. 

Since the night when he was 
alleged to have killed his parents, 
Ron and Jeanette Hardesty, at their 
home on Martz Road, Hardesty has 
been in and out of court while the 
state and private psychiatrists and 
psychologists have tried to establish 
his sanity and competency to stand 
trial 

Leonard Noah, assistant 
Washtenaw County prosecutor, 
Monday said Judge Campbell, in his 
decision last week, acted upon the 


recommendation of the state Center 
for Forensic Psychiatry in Ypsilanti 
and information supplied by a 
private psychologist hired by the 
defendant. 

Noah termed the case unusual in 
that Hardesty’s parents were killed 
in Van Buren Township and the 
three other men were slain in 
Washtenaw County 

He said Washtenaw took over 
jurisdiction of the case because the 
murder scene is Van Buren was 
within one mile of the line dividing 
the two counties. 

On the night that Hardesty is 
accused of murdering five persons, 
he also wounded two others in 
Washtenaw County, but they sur- 
vived the shooting 

Noah described Hardesty’s 
current behavior as "pretty good, I 
guess" at the Forensic Center where 
he is being held in custody. 

News of the five deaths, especially 


that of Mrs Hardesty, shook the Van 
Buren community She was em- 
ployed at the Belleville Postoffice 
and was well-liked by customers and 
friends 

Hardesty was cornered at his 
parent s home early on the morning 


following the shooting and 
surrendered after he was wounded 
in a shootout with police officers. 

His mother was found dead on the 
floor of a bedroom and his father s 
body was found stuffed in a deep 
freeze

The Canine Parvovirus disease is 
caised by a virus. This virus attacks 
the cells lining the intestinal tract of 
dogs, killing these cells and causing 
a bloody diarrhea from the 
sloughing intestinal wall 

The virus is shed mainly in the 
bowel movements of infected dogs, 
through the virus can be carried 
from one place to another by flies, 
bugs, wind, shoes, clothing, etc. So, 
is is possible that a dog can become 
infected even if it is kept in iits own 
year. 

A dog which has more opportunity 
to come in contact with a bowel 
movement from another dog is, 
however likely to get the infection. 

Parvovirus causes a vomiting and 
a diarrhea in most infected dogs. 
The disease can begin as a 
listlessness then develop into the 
vomiting and diarrhea possibly 
followed by dehydration and even 
death. 

Young animals are less resistant 
and more likely to get a severe case 
of the Parvovirus through all ages 
and all breeds of dogs are suscep- 
tible to the disease. In young pup- 


pies, the virus can attack the heart 
causing heart failure. 

The animal has to fight off the 
virus by itself. If your dog is ab- 
normally listless, or begins 
vomiting, or has diarrhea, contact 
your veterinarian The veterinarian 
can support your pet and treat it 
symptomatically trying to stop the 
vomiting and diarrhea or placing the 
animal on fluids if it is dehydrating 

It is now believed that this new 
virus is a modification of a virus 
dogs have normally had in their 
intestinal tract and which had 
previously not caused any problems. 
The Canine Parvovirus is in the 
same family of viruses as the Feline 
Distemper virus. Cats cannot infect 
dogs with their virus nor can dogs 
infect cats with their virus. 

Protecting your animal can be 
difficult. There is a vaccination that 
your veterinarian can administer to 
prevent the disease, but it is in very 
short supply at this time. The next 
best precaution is to keep your 
animal on its own property. 

Do not walk it; avoid dog runs 
where other dogs may have had 
bowel movements contaminating 
the area; avoid groups of dogs such 
as dog shows or kennels. 

Be as careful as possible.

There are two main types of 
photoelectric meters; reflected light 
meters and incident light meters 
With the reflected light meter, 
reflected light is measured by 
directing the meter towards the 
scene and measuring the light 
reflected from the scene. 

The meter can be directed 
towards the subject, depending on 
the scene photographed, but in 
either case the sensitive cell is 


always pointed towards the scene to 
be photographed 

Tlie incident light meter measures 
the light falling on the scene. Using 
this system the meter is held at the 
position of the camera or near the 
subject and directed at the camera. 
The light falling on the scene is 
measured directly 

One of the more sophisticated and 
widely used types of metering 
systems on the market today is the 
CDS type (Cadmium Sulphide). 

This meter is of the reflected light 
type but instead of having a 


selenium cell which generates its 
own current, the CDS cell must have 
an electric current from a small 
battery for it to work. 

When the light strikes the CDS cell 
it acts just the opposite of the 
selenium call in that it acts as a 
proportionate variable resistor and 
its resistance decreases as the in- 
tensity of the light increases. As this 
resistance increases or decreases it 
controls the flow of electricity from 
the battery through the circuit 
proportionately and causes a needle 
to deflect. 


The amount of deflection is read 
out on a scale as a particular value 
of light intensity which can then be 
computed in terms of exposure 
setting on appropriate dials on the 
meter. 

Because the CDS system includes 
a power supply (battery), its range 
of sensitivity is greatly increased so 
much so that it will give accurate 
exposure readings ranging from 
milliseconds to meany minutes. The 
sensitivity is so great that reading in 
moonlight can be made.
